Mr. Bolsinger said that motorists, 
because of the fact that the car is 
moving slowiy in backing, arc in­ 
clined to give less attention to traf­ 
fic than wlien the car 
moving 
forward. 
“In one state alone.’’ he .said, “sia- 
journalistic tlstics of the American Automobile! 
a.s.sociation show there were 1.142 
such accident.s, tw'cnty-.six of which 
resulted fatail.v. within a period oi 
six months, if this holds true of 
the country as a whole, it would 
mean that careless backing causes; 
more than 100,000 such accident.s 
annually.” 
Eagerness of car owners to grab 
parking .space is one of the mast 
fruitful causes of these kind of ac­ 
cidents. Mr. Bolsinger pointed out. 
“.Another IS the failure of many 
car owners to have an adequate 
rear-vision mirror. There is a ten­ 
dency among many motorists to 
look out the side of the car, making 
it pos.'^ible for clear vision only on 
the one side. The average motorist 
does very little backing, compared j 
to travel ahead, and should take 
added precaution when it is neces-
